SHE FIGHTS HIM OFF 


AND SUMMONS POLICE 


Man Then Shoots Himself in 


Breast and Dies in the 


Lane Hospital. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.—After 


assaulting the wife of his friend and 
threatening her with a loaded 
re- 


volver after first ascertaining 
that 


her husband was away and that there 
lay a clenr field for his operations, 
Alfred E. Peterson a carpenter, was 
foiled by the woman who telephoned 
for the police, and six hours later be- 
moaning his poverty and writing two 
letters, one containing a note of cen- 
sure to his wife, h= firpd a bullet Into 
his breast which resulted in his death 
this morning at Lane Hospital. 


At 
D o'clock yesterday morning 


Mrs. Joseph Dorso of 3208 Buchanan 
street responded to a ring at the bell 
and confronted 
Peterson, 
who 
in- 


quired: 
"Is your husband in,'" 


The woman stated tliat he «us 


not and the man left to return ft 
few moments later and ask per- 
mission to come In out of the rain, 
Ha>ing that 
he 
was wet. Mrs. 


Dorso admitted him to the kitchen 
and went on about her work. As 
she passed through the hallway 
she was seized by Peterson who 
clutched her lliroat, menacing her 
w ith a revolver. 


STRUGGLED WITH MAN. 
She screamed for aid and Strug-.. 


glcd in his .grasp, tearing at his 
hair and endeavoring to wriggle 
from lilm. 
At length she suc- 


ceeded in getting auay, and ran to 
the hall door jind thence to tho 
street terrified beyond measure. 
She later telephoned for the po- 
lice. 
When Policem'an Francis from the 


North End station arrived, Peterson 
had gone and he advised Mrs. Dorso 
to swear to a warrant for his arrest 
She1 replied that she would consult 
her husband and gave the police the 
man's address, 1169 Vermont street. 


No further steps were taken by the 


police but at 3 30 yesterday afternoon 
Peterson shot himself In 
the breast 


anc| 
was 
removed to the Mission 


Emergency Hospital. 
Later he 
was 


transferred to 
the 
Lane 
Hospital 


where 
he 
died about 9 o'clock this 


morning. 


MADE SAVAGE BY POVERTY. 
The two notes left by him contain 


no hint of affection for Mrs. Dorso, 
nor do they mention the episode of the 
morning. 
The woman is inclined to 


believe that Peterson was made sav- 
age by his poverty and was desirous 
of securing her valuables. It is prob- 
able, however, that the exact reason 
the sudden assault was made after he 
had ascertained that 
her 
husband 
was away will remain a mystery. 


The two missives left by Peterson 
are as follows: 


"Dear Darling Wife—I am gone, and 
I suppose soon forgotten by you 
But 


I want to say to jou dear, that what 
I.have clone I am not responsible for 
I love you but you never would give 
a kind word, >ou wero always cross to 
me 
I hope jou will be happy after 


getting nd of me, 
sweetheart. 
You 


called me a coward and said I was 
afraid. 
Well, I took you at 
your 


word. 
Darling, try and control your 


temper after this, and you will find 
you will be happier 
Kiss the children 


for me, and remember I died 
still

The strent guide in this 
year's directory will be entirely new and 
it wtll contain every street in the city 
of Oakland as it exists today. This has 
been a task of large magnitude in order 
to make it absolutely accurate. 


The work of preparing a directory Is a 


formidable operation any year. 
It in- 


volves a thorough canvass of every build- 
ing and the register of its adult oc- 
cupants. Then a comparison is made be- 
tween the result of this preparatory cen- 
sus and the previous directory, and in the 
event 
of the discovery that names in 


the returns from any given block con- 
tained in the directory of the previous 
year are omitted In the census, a special 
revision, of the latter Is made to ascertain 
what has become of the missing names.

In directory making, Mr. Stanley men- 
tioned the fact that in the preparation of 
the Seattle directory for 1900 that publi- 
cation came out a day or two before the 
publication of the United States census 
returns and there was only a difference 
of thirty- five names between the two 
publications, the Federal census having 
that many in excess of the directory.

The matter was widely discussed, about 
one-half of the council belns In favor of 
refusing to comply with the request of 
the conference. 
The matter was finally settled by the 


discovery that the Central Council was 
In no position to dictate to any union 
as to Its actions In such a matter, and 
the request of the labor convention waa 
laid on the table. Whether or not the 
men will be withdrawn from the charter 
convention will be left entirely with the 
unions sending them and no recommenda- 
tion of any kind will be made by the 
Central Council, which has, however, re- 
quested all Its affiliated unions to send 
delegates to the Union Labor conference. 


HARNESS MEN STILL OUT. 


The harness makers, striking In the 


shop of F. W. Lemon, over the eight- 
hour rule, are still out, according to re- 
ports of union officials, although over- 
tures are now being made toward set- 
tling the trouble. The firms of Oakland 
who have signed the agreement comprise 
almost all the shops in the county, and 
the Lemon establishment Is the only one 
against which a strike has been declared. 
Among the firms signing the agreement 
are P. W. Vesler, H. Metzker, How & 
Winchester, H. White and the Langloyd 
& Hermle companies. 


A complaint was made last night by 


the bakers' union regarding the new 
Berkeley ordinance forbidding the stick- 
ing of union labels on loaves of bread, 
the Berkeley board of health reporting 
this practice as unsanitary.

The labels, according to the 
Vikers, are not stuck on the loaves with 
glue, but are simply pieces of paper, 
which adhere to the bread after having 
been put on the dough before the bread 
Is baked. 
They contain no gum or 
paste, according to the union officials, 
and a report to this effect will b<> made 
before the Berkeley council In the near 
future..

Toe Agony and Mental Disturbance. 


T>t. George C. Pardee. who writes under the nom de guerre oi 


"Wayfarer,"' makps this amiable statement regarding President 
Taft: 


"The President has been a regular "Mr. E. Z. Mark" for the Bal- 


lingers, the Cunninghams and the Gtiggenheims since he displaced 
Roosevelt in the White House. 
The "judicial temperament1' oi 


which the President boasts and the Cunninghams lean upon does 
not seem to be the kind of a temperament which keeps the despoil- 
ers of the public at bay." 
' ' 


Apparently the doctor's sore toe is hurting again; and I\e never 


could feel the pain without taking the rag off and submitting the 
bruised member to public inspection. 


However. Dr. Pardee is in error in one particular at least: Mr. 


Taft did not "displace President Roosevelt;" he succeeded him. Mr. 
Roosevelt chose Mr. Taft as his successor and employed all the in- 
fluence of his high office to secure Mr. Taft's nomination and elec- 
tion. President Roosevelt was not displaced. He declined to be a 
, candidate for a third term and nominated Mr. Taft to succeed him. 


As to President Taft beinjj an "easy mark" for public plunder- 


ers there are differences of opinion. For ourselves, wx do not be- 
lieve the President is either a fool or a-knave ; and in our opinion the 
land-grabbers are not getting away with much, if any, of the public 
domain, notwithstanding the wild alarums of the ten-cent mag- 
azines and other press agents of a circulation boom. We believe the 
President to be a sincere friend to the conservation policy and a 
resolute foe to graft in every form. But he wants the truth, and he 
desires to go forward in the paths of law and order to the ultimate 
goal of waste land reclamation and water and forest conservation. 
Naturally, he has little sympathy with men who do nothing but yell 
because they arc not permitted to do things irregularly and unlaw- 
iully. He thinks the law should be made adequate to the purposes 
of conservation if it is not adequate now. 


But the ache in his toe convinces Dr. Pardee that the President 


is a poor lawyer and a poorer judge of men, if not corrupted by 
evil communications. Hence the doctor's sore foot points, to use a 
figure borrowed from Sir Boyle Roche, an accusing finger at the 
White House and its occupant. To his austere and distempered 
fancy, the President's jolly manner and pervasive smile is evidence 
of a ribald mind and loose morals. If the doctor will tie up the" toe 
and take something to keep the bowels free and cool he will feel 
better and be less frenzied with fear that the country is going to the 
demnition bow-wows. 


The Majority Rules the House. 


"The control of the House of Representatives has been restored 


to the people," says a pop-eyed contemporary. 
Nonsense. 
The 


people will have no more control over the House now than they had 
before. Uncle Joe Cannon ruled the House with a strong hand as 
long as he had a majority of that body behind him, but the moment 
his opponents got a majority his rule ceased. He was never any- 
thing; but the incarnation of the caucus—the megaphone of an auto- 
cratic majority. It has always been in the power of a majority of 
the House to change trfe rules and oust the Speaker, but the kickers 


just now managed to turn their minority into a majority. The 


that Cannon ran the House is a fiction. He was the official 


of a system that has been overturned. So long as he had a 


fiajority behind him he was supreme. With the disappearance of 
his majority his power departed. He is shorn of his authority by 


: body that conferred it. That is what it all means from one point 


of view. From another, it means, just as the Speaker said, that 
there is no longer a coherent Republican majority in the House. 
The struggle for mastery proves that. The insurgents are more 
nearly in sympathy with the Democrats and Democratic policies 
•-than they are with their party associates and the policies of the Re- 
publican party. Otherwise there would not have been the alliance 
which deprived the Republicans of the power to control legisla- 
tion. But we fancy there will be a speedy reaction, and that there 
will be another Republican line-up after the 'passions of the hour 
have cooled down. The Democrats will not be permitted to say 
Wttert and what legislation shall be enacted. At any rate "nothing 
has been proved save that the House is always ruled by the will of 
a majority of its members.

TAFT AND THE LAW 


Timely and Interesting Topics 


In his capacity as attorney for Dr. Willard P. Burke, indicted 


for an alleged attempt to blow up his discarded, mistress and her 
illegitimate baby, Hiram Johnson is availing himself of every tech- 
nicality known to the law to prevent the defendant being brought 
to trial. His first move- was to attack the validity of the Grand 
Jury an& his second was to demur to the indictment. In other 
words, Mr. Johnson is doing the very things in behalf of Burke that 
he denounced the attorneys for the defendants in the San Francisco 
.graft cases for doing. But in San Francisco Mr. Johnson was pri- 
vately paid to assist in the prosecution, while in Burkc's case he is 
toeing paid by the accused. 


Uncle Joe Cannon was right when he said the insurgents shrank 


from the logical consequences of their own acts. 
His statement 


•was impolitic in matter and manner, but it was none the less true. 
The insurgents were willing enough to humiliate the Speaker and 
deprive him of a large part of his power, but they recoiled from 
throwing the House into chaos in mid-session at the very moment 
the President is urging the Republican majority to redeem without 
further delay the pledgee contained in the Chicago platform. It has 
dawned upon them that limiting the power of the Speaker limits the 
power of -the Republican majority and enables the Democrats to 
offer a more potent resistance to the passage of Republican meas- 
ures. They shrink from the consequences (and the responsibility) 
of further strengthening the forces of obstruction, hence t}ie Speaker 
will still dominate the rules committee though no longer the chair- 
man of it. The Republican caucus will name a majority of the com- 
mittee, and the caucus is behind Uncle Joe. Five out of every six 
of the Republican members of the House are backing the Speaker. 
It follows that in forcing further extremity the insurgents will be 
rebelling against the authority of the party itself.

three Chinese. 


"Constable Starr also told of light- 


Ing a match and finding a gold watch 
upon the road, also of going to 
the 


laundry at Seventh and Union streets 
with Yee Blng and arresting 
four 


Chinese whom he recognized as 
the 


men he had seen on the street car, 
but upon being told by Yee Blng that 
Chlng Tong, one of the arrested men, 
was not one of the robbers he let 
him go " 


MUST BE "MISTAKEN." 


"I do not want to accuse Mr Starr," 


continued the District Attorney'* mo-

Rabbi Sale's acknowledgment that he 
himself Is a believer In the theory of 
evolution 


"And while I accept freely the evolu- 


tion theory " he said, ' I don t try to 
find It in the Bible 
I wouldn't do vio- 


lence to the Bible by trying to find 
every modem scientific Idea In It."

Chinese In the lower court and the 
trial should proceed In this court 
However, on the motion to dismiss, 
I am opposed to It and I believe that 
before the case here Is finally dis- 
posed of the Grand Jury should make 
an Investigation "

Attorney Leach, representing Deputy 


Constable Starr, saJd that the prooed- 
Jngs were remarkable

defended his client against the Imp ita- 
tlon of perjurj and the allegTtion that ho

TALKS ON CO-EDUCATION. 


Dr. Wheeler devoted much of his time 


to a discussion of co-education and said 
that in Southwest Prussia there was no 
co-education system and that there were 
few women teachers. 
The proportion of women teachers to 


.men was 62 to 17 in the empire, he said. 
•Women in the schools will not be in- 


creased, the head of the university con- 
tinued, on account of the fact that they 
required pensions earlier and that they 
lost thoir womanhood by being hardened 
or disappointed and were thereby useless 
to the system. 
Speaking of the German universities, 


Dr. Wheeler declared that they were 
practically the same as when ha was a 
etudent at Heidelberg thirty years ago. 
•There Is the same lack of ventila- 


tion In tha tchool rooms, and I was re- 
' quired, by the means of monetary per- 
•naatan. to Influence the Janitors to open 
'the windows before I entered the class 
room. The musty data room seems to 
feet-parfe-of the system."

•Women in the schools will not be In- 


creased, the head of the university con- 
tinued, on account of tha fact that they 
required pensions earlier and that they 
lost their womanhood by being hardened 
or disappointed and were thereby useless 
to tha system. 
Speaking of the German universities 


Dr. Wheeler declared that they wen 
practically the same as when he was a 
student at Heidelberg thirty years ago. 


"There Is the same lack of ventila- 


tion In tho school rooms, and I was re- 
flulred, by the means of monetary per- 
•aaston. to Influence th* janitors to open 
'th* windows before. I entered the class 
room. The musty class room seems to 
fcst-psrtot the system." 


AMERICANS IN LEAD. 


Drs Wheeler emphasized tie. fact that 


German universities had made no ad- 
vance* In educational lines, and said 
.that American universities had far out-

Church member, and was the founder of 
the Presbyterian Uhnrch 
of 
Alvarado. 


which was named In her honor "Char- 
lotte's Temple." 
The bell which hangs 


In the tower of the little church was sent 
around the horn by the late millionaire. 
Burden, a life-long friend o' the church's 
founder, and several other gifts have 
since been made to the place of worship. 


WROTE HISTORY. 


In San Francisco Mrs. Cornell was af- 


filiated prominently with the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, and was the oldest 
member 
of 
that 
congregation. 
Some 


years ago she wrote a history of her life, 
published by "Holt Brothers of New York, 
and containing many anecdotes of the 
early California days. 


For some years Mrs. Cornell had been 


in the care of her daughter, Mrs. Ella 
R. Baker, widow of 
the

Abijah 


Baker, a farmer and capitalist of Pleas- 
anton. ' Baker founded the Hotel Pleas- 
aton in San Francisro, which was de- 
stroyed in the earthquake, and since that 
time Mrs Baker and her mother had 
lived In Oakland.

daughter. Mrs. Baker; a son. A. F. Cor- 
nell. Tax Collector of San Diego. Cat.; a 
nephew, the Rev. Douglas Cornell of 
Genoa.
